Many Varieties of Fruits Are Being Test­ 


ed as to Their Adaptability. 


College Station, Tex., May 12.— 
President Harrington reports, after 
his recent trip to Troupe, that the 
sub-experim ent station there is in 
a most satisfactory condition. 
He 
says that it is well located; only 
about one and a half miles from 
town. 
It therefore serves the peo­ 
ple of the immediate vicinity as a 
daily object lesson in the advanced 
methods of horticulture. 
It has 
been a practical success in the use 
of scientific methods from its be­ 
ginning. 
The director has under 
way many experiments of great 
value to the people of the state 
when full results shall have been 
reached— experiments that 
even 
now show the absolute necessity to 
the 
agricultural interests of the 
state for the multiplication of sub- 
experim ent stations operated under 
intelligent management. 
It will undoubtedly be of interest 
to the farmers of the state to know 
in advance something about the 
work that is being done. 
Brief 
mention may, therefore, be made 
of a few of the most im portant fea­ 
tures. 
The station is testing nine­ 
ty varieties of peaches; only about 
forty of these are bearing this year 
for the first time. 
When the large 
acreage in Elbertas in this state is 
considered, all demanding 
labor 
and market at the same tim e, it is 
of paramount 
importance 
that 
some new shipping variety, either 
earlier or later that the Elbertas, 
should be established. 
There are 120 varieties of grapes 
that have borne one year, and the 
vines are well set in fruit this sea­ 
son. 
In the course of succeeding 
seasons the station will be able to 
determine the varieties for different 
purposes best suited to Central- 
E ast Texas conditions. 
It is ex­ 
pected that the first results with 
grapes will be manifest this year. 
Some fifty-five varieties ofjplums 
are being tested in a sim ilar man­ 
ner. 
These plums bore last year, 
but most of the fruit rotted on ac­ 
count of excessive summer rains. 
Sixty varieties o f apples are un­ 
der test, but only five or six vari­ 
eties of these will bear this year 
for the first time. 
Im portant and 
far-reaching results in the growth 
of apples in Texas are expected 
from these tests within the next 
few years. 
It is particularly im ­ 
portant that the best varieties of 
summer apples should be proven 
and made known. 
E qu ally im ­ 
portant work has been carried out 
with strawberries, dewberries and 
Irish potatoes. 
W hile so much work has been 
undertaken 
along 
horticultural 
lines, farm crops have not been 
neglected. 
Especially im portant 
experiments have been inaugurated 
with alfalfa, cotton and corn; the 
cotton and corn experim ents being 
in the main a duplicate of the work 
being done here at the central sta­ 
tion by Prof. Bennett— work which 
has already been of great benefit to 
the farmers of the state. 
The Troupe station has for three 
years been under the general con­ 
trol of Prof. E . J . K yle of this col* 


lf-■ with U t. yr. H . Hotchkim >• 
H -^rintandent ai Troupe, and as 
above, the results have been 
highly satisfactory, although the 
work is just beginning to unfold 
its greatest usefulness.

Birmingham, Ala., May 12.—The re­ 
port of the committee on colportage, 
providing a fund of $10,000 for print­ 
ing and distributing 
of tracts was 
adopted by the Southern Methodist 
quadrennial conference. 
The conference also adopted the re­ 
port of the special committee recom­ 
mending changes in the articles of re­ 
ligion allowing foreign conferences to 
submit the names of their countries for 
the United States. 
A resolution was introduced by VV. 
R. Lambuth and others, requesting the 
college of bishops to appoint a com­ 
mittee of five to meet a similar com­ 
mittee of the colored Methodists, to 
be provided for by the general con­ 
ference, now in session in Memphis. 
The purpose of the conference was 
to do with the holding of institutes 
for colored preachers, the furtherance 
of educational work, the promotion of 
missionary effort at home and abroad 
and such questions as may pertain 
to federation or union of the African 
Methodist Episcopal church with oth­ 
er colored Methodist churches in the 
United States. 
Thf church extension committee re­ 
ported favorably on the proposition 
to erect 
a 
representative 
church 
building in Washington City, and re­ 
ported a resolution 
calling 
on the 
church at large to raise $200,000, and 
Mount Vernon church, Washington, to 
become responsible for $75,000 addi­ 
tional for that purpose, 
n. plan of 
campaign for the raising of the $200,- 
000 was also submitted. 
The Sunday 
school committee, in a lengthy report, 
suggested numerous changes In the 
discipline, and made provision for the 
endowment of a chair of religious ped­ 
agogy and Sunday schools in Vander­ 
bilt university. 
It ulao suggested the 
third Sunday In May for Children’s 
day throughout the church. 
The committee on appeals reversed 
the decision of the North Georgia con­ 
ference suspending Rev. W. W. Wad- 
worth on the charge of immorality, 
the specific charge being "kissing a 
woman.” 
Mr. Wadsworth was pastor 
of the Hartwell church, and was sus­ 
pended for a year. 
Because of the fact that he had to 
leave 
Friday 
afternoon, Dr. W. J. 
Starting, fraternal delegate from Can­ 
ada, addressed the conference Friday 
morning. 
Bishop Hoss, who presided, 
responded. 
The conference sustained a non­ 
concurrent report 
from 
the Sunday 
schools committee in a memorial pro­ 
viding for the creation of the office 
of assistant superintendent. 
It pro­ 
voked a lively discussion. 
The special committee to consider 
the advisability of a Joint committee 
to make a new statement of the Meth­ 
odist articles of faith reported favor­ 
ably, and a lively debate followed. 
In which Bishops Wilson, Hoss and 
Candler 
took 
part, 
opposing 
any 
change, while Bishop Hendrix spoke 
for broadening the work of the church. 
Bishop Galloway put a stop to further 
discussion on the part of the bishops 
by saying he hoped the time would 
never come when bishops should feel 
that they should enter into the discus­ 
sion of the conference. 
Adjournment 
was taken before the question was put 
for a vote.
